he state. They have typewritten letters 
setting forth the plan ot operations in a 
oonfidential way, and they have mailed 
heee letters to reputable people in this 
art of the state, in the hope that they 
will find suckers to pnt up good money 
or the worthless paper. One paragraph 
n the letter is as followa: 


'from my agent's recommendation of you, I 


now I can trust you. My goods are not coun- 
erfelts (Ob, no!) so there Is no danger in using 
lem. My sizes are 1's, 2's, 5's, 10's, &c. 
My prices lor the goods are 6,000 for $400,10,000 
or ?COO, 20,000 lor tl.OW." 


The honest man who would nip at such 
bait would indeed be a chump, as he 


would soon discover when he received 
,he "goods." A Macon county farmer 
las received one of the circulars and has 
sent it to the REPUBLICAN, together with 
he addiess of the author of the same, 
which the sender enclosed so that the 
ntended victim could send in his order 
Che officers of the law ought to get after 
the gang and give them the punishment 
hey deserve.

Last.

The probable site of the Henver & 


Ihddon shoe factory has been known to 
,he REPUBLICAN ever since, the factory 
gentlemen selected it, but in compliance 
with the wishes of tbe committee whose 
daty it was to make the purchase, no 
hint of the lot wanted was made in these 
columns. 


The desired lot was purchased yester 


day and the deed was passed. It is tbe 
lot at the southwest cornei of East Eldo 
rado and Ubisholm streets, having a nortl 
'rontage on Eldorado of 60 feet, and 
152 feet deep, It is vacant and was the 
property of John S. Campbell, who has 
sold it to the trustees for 91,000. This 
will be the site for the shoe factory build 
ing, which the sub-committee will have 
erected under the personal direction n 
Mr. Gliddon as soon as tbe weather wil 
permit. The lot lies one block west o 
Stock street where the Citizens' electri 
street car line makes the turn south tc 
the East Park .Boulevards, and it is three 
blocks east of Jasper street. The Jaspe 
street school bouse is but three block 
distant. 


He Didn't Get the Money.

sented the petition that had been signed 
iy the Decatur shippers and business 
men. The committee was received cor- 
ially end treated courteously. 


BNCOUHAaiNO. 


General Manage; Beck replied in sub- 
tance that individually be was powerless 
,o do anything immediately, but that be 
would see tbat tbe petitions were laid be- 
ore the directors of tbe Illinois Cen'ral 
road at their first meeting. 
He added 


;hat the company bad recognized tbe 
need of a new passenger depot at Deca 


, and had plans drawn for the struct- 


ure contemplated, whereupon the com 
mittee were shown blue print plans for a 
one story structure, the same that were 
drawn two or three years ago.

President Fish, of the Central 
le said, agreed with him that Deoatur 
should have a new depot, and all tha 
prevented tbe immediate erection of tbe 
building was an arrangement by which 
the expense could be met. 
The passen 


ger business of tbe Central is nominal in 
comparison with that done by the Wa 
bash. If the Wabash will meet the Cen 
tral half-way the probabilities are tha 
tha depot would be built during the 
present season. If the depot ia pnt up 
the Central freight depot will have to be 
moved from its present site. 
Tbe Cen 


tral people are now figuring on lifting 
the brick freight bouse bodily and mov 
ing it to another lot, south of Eldorado 
street. In conclusion the General Man 
ager stated that it was to the mutual in 
terest of Decatur and the railway com

tbe seven days following. 


The nearer to midday the phases of the 


moon happen the more foul the weather 
may be expected. The spare for these 
calculations, according to the "weather 
wise," is two hours before and two hours 
after midnight and noon. If the new 
moon stands on its point, "so that the 
strap of a powder horn would not catch 
on its 'horn,'" there will be much wet 
weather. If the new moon lies flat on 
"its back" it will hold all dampness and 
a dry spell may be expected. Farmen 
who plant and reap "in the moon" 
always plant thrae vegetable* whose 
roots are used as food in the decline or 
last quarter.—John W. Wrigat in St 
Louis Republic.

Annoua.'About Wheat. 


There is this difference between the 


month of February, 1889, and February 
1890. While the former was a mild month 
up to this date, the we had good roads, 
the ground in excellent condition for 
3pring work, farmers in Nebraska were 
getting ready to sow spring wheat. 


The present month has been marked by 


heavy rains, more or less freezing and 
thawing, and the country roads impassa- 
ble. A year ago we had a free movement 
of com and oats, now we have praticallv 
nothing moving except tbe stocks of com 
and oats held in country elevators. 


With these conditions the mildness of 


the weather has made an unusual and 
advanced state of growth in the winter 
wheat belt, and as tbe Tribune said in 
an editorial the present week: "Much 
anxiety is manifested both in commercial 
and agricultural circles with regard to 
the character of the weather in the west 
in the immedinte future." 


In southern Illinois, with the exception 


of a few days, winter wheat has been bare. 
In some counties the early sown wheat 
which had jointed before the last freeze 
has been very seriously injured, if not 
killed. The late sown is reported to have 
a strong root, vigorous and healthy. 


In the northern portion of southern 


Illinois wheat has not been covered with 
mow more thpn three days this winter. 
The crop is reported tender and in a 
growing condition. Ths ground is wet, 
which is considered favorable for whent. 


In central Illinois some counties report 


that the last cold snap and the repeated 
heavy rains have injured the growing 
wheat. To what extent cannot be said at 
the present time. 


There has been BO snow this winter 


to protect the wheat. No frost in the 
ground and the country roads almost im- 
passable. ___^^___^_

and came down into the city to have the 
wonnd attended to by a surgeon. Later 
he walked to his home at 1012 Charles 
street, southwest corner of the third ward, 
where he has a family. 


From all that could be learned the 


stabbing was purely accidental.

has been no arrest, as Robinson has not 
lodged complaint against McDonald.

Revising tiie Confession of Faith. 


A committee of the 
presybtery of 


Bloomington has prepared 
a report 


advising a conservative revision of the 
Westminister confession of faith, which 
h-s been the accepted doctrinal state- 
ment of the Presbyterian church for 
nenrly 250 yiura. The changes recom- 
mended are along the line suggested by 
Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicpgo are 
chiefly in the third and tenth chfiptors, 
The doctrine of "foreordication" is re- 
tained, but some of the harsher state- 
ments of it are removed, and there is m- 
eerted a stattment of God's love for all 
mankind, of the freeness of the offer of 
salvation and of the salvation of who 
will accept it. The word "elecC' is 
dropped from the tenth chapter, to pre 
vent the interpretation that some of these 
who die in infancy are lost, and a clause is 
added which in effect, expresses hope for 
the "righteous heathen." A phase to the 
effect that any thing done by an unre- 
ge.ier^te man is sinful is stricken out 
and a modification of the references to 
the pope and the Roman Catholic church 
is recommended. As an alternative to 
revision it is suggested that a briefer 
creed containing an epitome of tbe con- 
fession be prepared and assent to this be 
all that shall be required from ministers 
elders and deacons.

Edwin Fwmrt. 


From Joseph Jefferson's autobiogra> 
by in The Century we quote the fot- 
owing: Edwin Forrest, with all hie 
suits, had warm and generous impulses, 
know of one instance where a poor, 
Id actress went to him iu distress. Ill 
ormer years he had known her father 
and respected him. Touched by her ap- 
peal for assistance, he lent her a larfje 
urn of money, with the almost certain 
mowledge that he would never get it 
jack again. It was never made public; 
.o one knew of it but the receiver end 
myself. The Forrest home has done much 
;ood, and is likely to do more; and those 
ictors who either by age or by inflrmi- 
ies have been debarred the privilege of 
ollowing their profession will naturally 
ie grateful for this rich legacy. 


Even in the days of his theatrical fame 


and prosperity Forrest was an austere 
man, and as he grew older he became 
moibidly misanthropical, holding him- 
self aloof from all but his most intimate 
rie ads. Tho latter part of his Ufa was 
embittered, too, by illness and the loss 
if public favor. Until the closing years 
of his career he had been blessed with 
>erfect health; this became suddenly 
ihattered, and the unexpected attack 
wrecked his dramatic power. He might 
iaTe borne the stroke of illness, but to 
one whose imperious nature could not 
irook the faintest slight the loss of pub- 
ic admiration was a heavy blow; one, 
;oo, that would have shocked a wiser 
and more even tempered man than Ed- 
win Forrest. Still he toiled on, and was 
unjustly censured for acting past his 
powers. But what was he to do? His 
phyBicians told him that he must act it 
tie would lire; the wheel must be kept 
in motion or it would fall. His perform- 
ances in the larger cities were given to 
empty houses, while bright and youth- 
ful aspirants were drawing from him all 
his old adherents. 


His former friends forsook him, and 


naturally, too; they could not bear the 
pain of witnessing their favorite of other 
days declining night by nigh i. No actor 
can hope to hold an interest in his audi- 
ence merely by what he has done in 
years gone by; in acting it ia the present 
that the public have to deal with, not 
the, past. To witness age and decrepi- 
tude struggling to conceal their weak- 
ness in the mimic scene is too painful. 
The greater our affection for the artist 
the less can we bear to see him suffer 
and go down. 


In the vain hope of struggling on, the 


old tragedian sought "the provinces." 
Here the people docked in crowds to see 
the great actor that they had heard of 
from their childhood; not with the faint- 
est hope that they would find the grand- 
eur of the past, but from the curious de- 
sire to see a ruined tower just before it 
falls.

father one day. As they trudged along 
the father saw an old horseshoe lying in 
the road, and bade the boy pick it up 
and take it along. 


The lad looked at the shoe carelessly 


and replied that it was not worth cairy- 
ing, whereupon the father said nothing 
more, but quietly picked it up himself. 
He pretty boon sold the old iron lor a 
penny at a roadside smithy and invested 
the coin in cherries. 


The day was hot, and presently the 


man noticed that his son waa beginning 
to cast longing eyes upon the box of 
cherries, but did not offer any to his ton. 
He made pretense of eating them, and 
dropped one to the ground as if by acci- 
dent. 


The boy picked it up quickly and ate 


it uith a relish. 


A little further on another dropped 


and this, too, the lad lost no time in se- 
curing.

"Well," remarked the father, when 


the last one had been eaten, "it did not 
pay to pick up that horseshoe perhaps, 
but if you had stooped once for that you 
wouldn't have needed to bend twenty 
times for the cherries."
